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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Silverbrook et al. (US Patent 6,447,1 13) in view of Lee (US Publication 2003/0056850). 

Regarding claims 1 and 2, Silverbrook et al. teaches an Inkjet cartridge (32) 
having a page width print head (142,143) and an ink supply (Column 36, Line 59), a 
body defining a recess to receive the removable Inkjet cartridge (32), a data connection 
point fast with the body for receiving data signals defining images for printing from an 
external data source (Column 6, Lines 50-60, Column 31 , Lines 47-52, Figure 8A, 
elements 80,82, 86,Table 33 and many references made throughout prior art) and a 
processor (181) coupled to the data connection point and arranged to operate the page 
width print head in response to the data signals to print said images (Column 6, Lines 
57-60, Column 32, Lines 14-19 and many references made throughout prior art). 
However, he does not explicitly disclose a refillable Inkjet cartridge and a cradle body 
complementary to the Inkjet cartridge, the cartridge being removably received in the 
cradle body, the cradle body incorporating a retaining arrangement for retaining the 
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Inkjet cartridge and wherein the arrangement is configured to enable refilling of the 
cartridge in the cradle body. 

Lee teaches a refillable cartridge (101) and a carriage cradle assembly (20) with 
a retaining section (peripheral flanges of 22 and 23 help to retain the cradle), wherein 
the arrangement enables the injector to refill the cartridge (Figures 1 and 2). It would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made 
to modify the invention as taught by Silverbrook et al. to include a refillable cartridge and 
a retaining assembly as taught by Lee, since Lee teaches that it is advantageous to 
easily and conveniently refill the cartridge and the ink is prevented from leaking or being 
spilled on the user's clothes or hands. 

Regarding claim 3- Silverbrook et al. teaches a power connection point for 
receiving operative power from an external power source (Column 9, Lines 32-45 and 
Column 11, Line 20). 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-3 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
